Kelly ianded with the funatics, aud deseried them there in a very destitute con- 
dition. Being unable to give avy account of themselves, they were taken care 
of by the overseers of the poor aad sent to Boston, wherethe British Consul ob- 
tained admittance for them into the Lunatic Asylum at Charleston, in thativi- 
cinity; where they still remain at the charge of the British Government. The 
names ef the men are said to be James and Jacob, bot their surnames are not 
known : it is supposed that they arrived at New York by the Albany Sieam Boat; 
and it issaid that Ke.ly acknowledged he had received 400 dollars to take charge 
of the men.
